An Object Lesson In Korea 


HILE in Washington the 

apparently interminable hearings 
on the dismissal of General MacArthur 
continue, amid a new international 
debate on foreign policies in general 
nnd the question of how to end the 
Korean war in particular, the forces of 
the United Nations appear to be writing 
most effectively part of the answer on 
the battlefield, As yet, that answer is 
neither complete nor conclusive. The 
fortunes of war are notoriously fickle. 
But the results of the gearing :of the 
Eighth: Army to meet a massive 
Ghinese onslaught gives ground for 
high encouragement.,

On November 11, 1939, Mr 
O'Neill Shaw edited the first 
edition of Radio Review. Un- 
fortunately, its life was barely 
two years, and then came the

Tho Japanese asked members 
of the Radio staff ¢o. repair the 
damaged transmitters, and the 
Postmaster-General ond the 
officials . responsible sald they 
could not refuse if ordered to do 
so. But dhe Japanese made it a 
polnt of honour, and finally 
begged them to 1x up one trans- 
mitter for the snice of security!!
